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Bus strike to continue next week 


LOCAL bus services are set to be disrupted 
again next week as four further days of strike 
action by First Dorset bus drivers in Bridport 
and Weymouth have been announced as bosses 
are accused of “broken promises and bad faith”. 

More than 110 drivers, members of the union Unite, 
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started striking on Monday (June 20th) and will do so 
through to Friday after last minute talks to avoid a strike 
failed. 

The two parties, First management and Unite, have dis¬ 
cussed a pay settlement for months and ACAS - an or¬ 
ganisation devoted to preventing and resolving 
employment disputes - has provided mediation. 

Unite report that the Weymouth and Bridport drivers 
earn around £18,300 a year - or £8.80 and hour - while 
First Group drivers in Yeovil are on £9.50 per hour and 
drivers working for rival firms in Bournemouth and Poole 
earn nearly £2 per hour more. 

Drivers will now strike for a further four days from 
June 27th as Unite accused the management at First 
Dorset of twice offering to improve the pay and then re¬ 
fusing to budge once the talks convened. 

Bob Lanning, Unite regional officer, said: “We are 
faced with an intolerable situation where twice in the last 
ten days the management have said that they would come 
to the table with an improved offer - and on both occa¬ 
sions they have not budged. 

“This dispute is being pockmarked by the manage¬ 
ment’s bad faith and broken promises. 

“As a result, we are calling four more days of strike ac¬ 
tion next week as our members are very angry at the man¬ 
agement’s duplicity.” 

The additional strike days are: Monday, June 27th, 
Wednesday, June 29th, Friday, July 1st and Sunday, July 
3rd. 

The strike will affect the company’s network of services 
in Dorset and parts of East Devon. 

Mr Lanning added: “Unite’s door for talks is always 
open, but the negotiations must be genuine from the man¬ 


agement side. We know that the strikers are causing in¬ 
convenience for the travelling public - striking is the last 
thing members want, but they are fed up with being the 
‘poor relations’ when it comes to pay compared with 
other First Bus drivers in the West Country. 

“First bus is a profitable company and only last week 
announced a UK-wide profit for its bus division of 
£52million, the money is there but, not apparently, for 
our lowly paid members.” 

The move is considered completely unnecessary by 
First Dorset and it has urged union officials to call off 
these dates and get back round the table, resolve the dis¬ 
pute and draw the matter to a conclusion. 

Marc Reddy, managing director of First Dorset, said: 
“We recognise our drivers do a great job and in an ideal 
world we would love to give them what they want, but it 
is simply not affordable. 

“We have to balance what they want with what the busi¬ 
ness can afford and with the prices the customers are will¬ 
ing to pay. To that end we have tabled a number of 
different offers over the past few months, all of which we 
consider to be fair and reasonable. 

“It is deeply unfortunate and frustrating that the union 
is taking this action, especially since our offers come on 
the back of pay increases in 2013 and 2014. 

“We have been working hard to minimise the impact of 
the industrial action to date, and can report this week we 
have been able to operate 87 per cent of the services that 
normally run, and we would hope to be able to do the 
same next week if need be. 

“The dispute is clearly disruptive though and having an 
impact on people who simply want to use the bus as nor¬ 
mal, whether that is going to school, work or leisure des¬ 
tinations. 

“We would like to sincerely apologise to our customers 
who have been affected by this action. We remain com¬ 
mitted to resolving the dispute as soon as possible. 

“I would urge the union to join us in formal arbitration 
so that we can settle our differences and provide our cus- 
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tomers with the service they expect.” 

The expected levels of services during the first five 
days of strikes are as follows: 

• Route 53 (Bridport to Beaminster): Service will not 
operate; 

• Route X51 (Dorchester to Bridport and Axminster): 
Service will operate hourly between 07.00 and 19.00; 

• Route X52 (Bridport/Lyme Regis to Exeter): Service 
will not operate. Customers wanting to travel to Exeter 
can catch a X51 service to Axminster Railway Station 
and take a train from there; 

• Route X53 (Weymouth to Bridport and Axminster): 
No service. Passengers travelling between Bridport and 
Weymouth should travel to Dorchester on Route X51 
and connect with Route 10 to Weymouth.

• WHAT brought you and your family to Lyme 
Regis? 

We had been looking for the right area for three years 
and came across Lyme Regis when we came to my 
sister's wedding. Nice people - tick, good schools - 
tick, beautiful town - tick, sea - tick, Indian restaurant 
- tick! We made the move the year before Ella went 
to Woodroffe to give us time to see if Lyme Regis was 
for us. 

• WHAT inspired you to open Dottie Kitchen? 

I have loved cooking all types of food from scratch 
for as long as I can remember. Even when I was work¬ 
ing very long hours in London it was something I did 
every day to relax.

Currently we offer freshly made juices, smoothies, 
homemade wheatfree falafels, roasted veg, halloumi, 
spicy chicken & specials either in a wrap or a salad 
box. We also offer organic hot drinks and have 
started a new milkshake menu with fresh fruit. We try 
and cater for meat eaters, vegans, veggies and peo¬ 
ple who have allergies where possible. 

• IS there anything else you would like to do? 

In September I will qualify as a Jason Vale Juice Ther¬ 
apist and I am starting a nutritionist course. I would 
like to help people with their life/health goals and 
cooking skills. Eventually, I want to set up sessions 
with kids to help them understand more about food 
and how to cook. We also need to see more exercise 
options for the kids and parents with kids who can¬ 
not find a sitter. 

• WILL you be adding anything or expanding the 
menu this year? 

We already do a special board but there will be more 
variety when I finish my contract in London, which 
will consist of whatever I fancy cooking on that day. 
People like a sweet treat so we want to offer healthier 
versions and extend the fresh fruit milkshakes. We 
will also be offering a wheat free wrap and vegan yo¬ 
ghurt when I find the right products. 



• WHAT are your top tips for healthy living? 

We are all different and you need to figure out what 
suits you. Education is a big thing also, I am lucky I 
was brought up learning about food so we need to 
get help if we want to improve our knowledge to bet¬ 
ter our lives. 

Food combining is big in our household (lots of in¬ 
formation online or pop into the shop). Eighty per 
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cent of the time I eat healthy but you mustn't feel like 
you are missing out; if I want a burger I would do it 
wrapped in lettuce, if we want chips then we toss in 
oil then bake. If I want a roast dinner then I have 
every single thing that should be on a roast dinner, 
nobody messes with my roast dinner! 

I will never have a six pack as I don't want to live a 
six pack lifestyle. My goals are to maintain my weight, 
have a diet with loads of fruit and veg, exercise so I 
can tackle these hills and more importantly, as I'm 
getting older, is stretching with yoga and pilates to 
get rid of all the niggling pains from rushing around 
and bad posture. 

First figure out your goals and then ask help on how 
to get there if you need it. 

• WHAT your favourite healthy recipe? 

There are loads and loads of lovely recipes that I 
adore but if I want something quick and healthy I just 
love a courgette, broccoli, spinach omelette which 
has been seasoned and has a sprinkling of parmesan 
on top. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about your job? 

Obviously cooking but I love working with my team, 
we all get on so well and have a good time together. 
We love our customers, we are so lucky that we meet 
so many lovely people. It is great when you have 
someone who comes in with a grumpy child and you 
can send them away smiling. The main thing for me 
is the fact that I am able to be around before Ella goes 
to school and when she comes home, which didn't 
used to happen when I was in London. 

• WHAT do you like to do in your spare time? 

Cooking! I just love cooking. As a family we love 
camping which we try and do a lot and doing activi¬ 
ties such as cycling or kayaking. We have been able 
to have so much more outdoor family time since we 
have been here. I also love all exercise, eating and 
drinking! 

• WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

We have met a lot of amazing people and made great 
friends. Having a business in the high street is great; 
the support and help from the other food businesses 
I know is quite amazing, I am forever swapping a 
smoothie for a jacket potato, cucumber or slices of 
ham! 

Lyme Regis is stunningly beautiful and whatever 
the weather I love it. It is great that you can go onto 
the beach with your own bottle of wine and food for 
a nice cheap night out whilst the kids are playing. The 
fact that Ella can walk to school and go to town with 
friends in the comfort that lots of people are looking 
out for them. All the events that are laid on, we are 
very lucky and it is far from what we had in all the 
places we lived before. 
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Bridport residents encouraged to 
upgrade to superfast broadband 


RESIDENTS and businesses in Bridport are being 
urged to switch to faster fibre broadband. 

Take up of the service is very low in the town with 
less than a quarter of those who are able to switch 
doing so. 

A spokesperson for Superfast Dorset, which is 
working to roll out the faster broadband connec¬ 
tions, said:"Most premises in the town can now ben¬ 
efit from superfast broadband following a 
programme of public investment through the Su¬ 
perfast Dorset project. 

"The project, funded by government, Dorset's 
councils and BT, has seen new fibre optic cabling and 
green roadside boxes installed in areas like Bridport 
and Beaminster which were not covered by the com¬ 
mercial roll out. 

"In Dorset, around 25 per cent of those who could 
switch to a fibre broadband service have now done 
so, but some areas have take-up rates of over 50 per 
cent. In Beaminster the figure is 18 per cent and in 
Bridport it is 22 per cent. 


"One reason may be that not all internet providers 
are currently offering fibre services in Bridport and 
Beaminster, but a number are. A full list of internet 
suppliers can be found on the internet. 

"Investing public money in fibre broadband main¬ 
tains Dorset's competitive edge as a business desti¬ 
nation. It also allows homeowners to do things that 
need a faster internet connection like watch on-de¬ 
mand TV and make video calls. 

"Our aim is to maximise take-up of fibre broad¬ 
band, as this means the project gets funding back 
that can be used to reach those not covered by the 
early roll out." 

Internet speeds will not improve automatically as 
people will have to take a fibre service to enjoy the 
higher speeds. This can be done by contacting their 
current provider to check what is available at their 
property or find a provider that offers fibre broad¬ 
band in their area. 

Ros Kayes, Bridport town, district and county coun¬ 
cillor, said: "It really doesn't cost much to upgrade 


Work gets under way 
at Bridport Arts Centre 


BUILDING work has now started on Bridport Arts 
Centre to refurbish and develop the venue. 

Changes include automatic entrance doors, a relo¬ 
cated box office with an accessible height counter and 
a hearing loop, and refurbished toilets. 

The bar is to be rebuilt and a cafe and bar seating 
area created on the north side of the old school house. 

The offices move to either side of the existing cafe 
area and public access to the garden will be main¬ 
tained. 

The theatre is getting a makeover with a refurbished 
balcony, new technical equipment and repairs to the 
stage, including new theatre curtains. 

As part of a partnership with Dorset Community En¬ 
ergy, photovoltaic panels are being installed on the 
south facing roof so the arts centre can generate its 
own electricity, while feeding the excess into the grid. 

The project has been in development for a year after 
trustees recognised that significant investment was 
needed to secure the future of the arts centre. 

Director Laura Cockett said: “The arts centre we 
have today is a testament to the remarkable efforts of 
all those who have gone before us - who bought this 
building, adapted and developed it over the past 40 
years for the community of Bridport. 

“Now it is our responsibility to ensure that we can 
make it fit for purpose to meet the demands of the 
coming years.” 

The total cost of the project is £571,000. As well as 
an investment from Arts Council England of 
£344,200 earlier this year, the arts centre has also re¬ 
ceived investment from Dorset County Council West 
Dorset District Council and Bridport Town Council, 
as well as trusts and foundations. 

Many local people have also donated to ensure the 
project’s success. 


Ms Cockett added: “We have been deeply touched 
by the support we have received. 

“We know that people understand that when they 
are giving to this project, they are giving to local peo¬ 
ple, like our youth theatre participants, the local 
traders at the artisan market and the local theatre 
groups such as Encore who will all benefit from these 
changes.” 

The arts centre trust must still raise over £100,000 
to ensure all the work can go ahead.

The arts centre is now closed during the day but is 
still open for business in 


and I would urge people to do so because with one 
of the lowest uptakes in the county, we are really 
missing out here in Bridport. 

"I am staggered to discover recently that some 
companies are apparently telling their local cus¬ 
tomers that broadband is not available here simply 
because they have decided it is too costly to develop 
their own links to the system. I suppose it is because 
they want to keep their customers but it is not hon¬ 
est. 

"If residents look online they will find three broad¬ 
band providers are available here with speeds of up 
to 72MB. 

"You don't necessarily have to change your phone 
package provider to get broadband from another." 

Faster broadband can enable households to have 
everyone online at the same time, download and 
watch TV shows, films and sports without buffering, 
and work from home with a faster and more reliable 
connection. 

Cllr Kayes added: "I am in the course of upgrading 
for my own family, partly because of the need for 
faster connectivity for my husband's work but largely 
because of pester power from my kids. 

"Sometimes we have four devices live streaming TV 
and film because we want to watch different things 
at once. In the evenings especially the system gets 
overloaded and you get repeat buffering. It has been 
driving us all mad trying to watch the football! 

"Upgrading looks much simpler than I initially 
thought - it can be as little as £10 more a month and 
for that, with some deals, you can get a sports pack¬ 
age as well. 

"For older people it makes skyping family much 
easier, but for families it is easier to access informa¬ 
tion for homework, easier to live stream high defini¬ 
tion film and TV, and the sports packages are very 
appealing. We have got it in Bridport - let's use it! 

"There is also a social component to it as well. For 
every percentage rise in take-up, there is a pay out 
from government to the subsidising body - Dorset 
County Council - which they must then use to pro¬ 
vide superfast broadband for hard to reach areas. 

"If you live in one of the villages, please encourage 


your Bridport based friends and family to upgrade - 
it makes it far more likely you will get a piece of the 
cake as well."

Councillors recommend withdrawal 
of three mobile library service vans 


DORSET County Council’s People 
and Communities Overview and 
Scrutiny Committee have made a 
recommendation to the Cabinet to 
maintain one home mobile library 
service van and withdraw three 
mobile library service vans. 

This decision follows a consulta¬ 
tion with library users and local 
town and parish councils to look at 
alternative ways to access the li¬ 
brary service. 

By working with the Royal Vol¬ 
untary Service (RVS) people who 
are unable to access a library due 
to a disability or frailty will con¬ 
tinue to have access to books, and 
other reading material delivered to 
their homes. 

The county council will also con¬ 
tinue to take the home mobile library 
service van to residential homes. 

Cllr Deborah Croney, Dorset 
County Council cabinet member 
for learning and skills, said: “These 
changes will help us focus provi¬ 
sion of the mobile library service 
on people of all ages who cannot 
get to a library building. 

“The consultation has given us a 
clear understanding of the issues 
and we will use this information 
with the local knowledge gained 
from the mobile library officers to 
work with local communities.” 

The consultation identified that 
social isolation is a concern for 
some people and the council’s Part¬ 
nership for Older People Pro¬ 
gramme (POPP) community 
development team has started 
working with communities to ad¬ 
dress the social aspect that the mo¬ 
bile library currently serves. 

Dorset’s library service has 


joined the LibrariesWest consor¬ 
tium which means customers will 
be able to access libraries, ‘coast to 
coast’ from the Bristol Channel to 
the south coast. In some parts of 
Dorset the nearest library is in

Bed closures at Bridport Hospital over lack of nurses 


FOURTEEN beds have been closed at 
Bridport Hospital due to shortage of 
high calibre registered nurses. 

Sally O’Donnell, Locality Director for 
Dorset Healthcare, said: “Changes in 
the use of beds at Bridport hospital is a 
response to staffing difficulties and is 
not related to the Clinical Services Re¬ 
view being led by Dorset Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group. 

“Unfortunately we have recently been 
having very real difficulties in ensuring 
the appropriate number of qualified 
nurses on the wards at Bridport Hospi¬ 
tal. In this situation our absolute prior¬ 
ity is to ensure that patients receive high 
quality, safe care, so we temporarily 
admit fewer patients and reduce the 


number of beds in use until we have 
more nurses in place. At this point in 
time we have 24 of 38 beds open at the 
hospital. We have a similar issue at 
Swanage Hospital, which may affect the 
availability of beds there later in the 
summer. 

“We are working hard to attract high 
calibre registered nurses, attending 
local and national recruitment events as 
well as advertising online and through 
social media. In fact, interviews are tak¬ 
ing place for Bridport this week and as 
soon as we have more nurses in post, 
we will reopen beds. Any local regis¬ 
tered nurses who would be interested in 
joining the Bridport Hospital team 
should call Matron Jane Turner on 


01308 422371.” 

County Councillor Ros Kayes said: 
“If this is only due to staffing shortages 
and a strictly temporary measure then 
the crisis is not so big as we’d thought. 
However, it is often the case that health 
authorities use staffing shortages as a 
rationale for cutting services perma¬ 
nently. This is my concern and in rural 
areas that is simply not acceptable. Peo¬ 
ple need provision and in this case beds 
locally. The CCG are undertaking a re¬ 
view which will involve beds at the 
community hospitals that survive being 
central to the step up and step down 
role of provision. Now is exactly the 
wrong time therefore to be cutting beds 
at Bridport.”

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ItflEU REFERENDUM: ARE YOU IN OR OUT? 


AS PEOPLE across the country prepare to go to the polls tomorrow in what has been described 
as the most important vote in more than a generation, Bridport residents share their views on 
the EU referendum 


REMAIN 

■ Tamsin Chandler: I'm 100 per cent remain - and al¬ 
ways have been - for so many reasons. 

Firstly, the EU Referendum was uncalled for and un¬ 
necessary, distracting from the many disastrous poli¬ 
cies, public asset sell-offs, butchering of social security 
and public services and decimation of the economy 
this government is already responsible for. 


I'm extremely unhappy about all the damage the 
government has already done, seemingly without op¬ 
position or restriction, and their capacity to inflict fur¬ 
ther harm on the country, its institutions and its people 
would increase alarmingly if the UK was to isolate itself 
from the EU. 

The EU was formed to ensure peace in the region - 
which is an excellent reason to form an institution - 


and it's worked. It's also created the world's largest, 
most lucrative single market. It's responsible for many 
of the workers'and human rights we enjoy. 

Being a part of something larger-the EU - is unifying 
rather than divisive, fostering an atmosphere of inter¬ 
dependence and accountability, cooperation and mu¬ 
tual interest. 

The Brexit campaign has attracted and is spear¬ 
headed by several of the most unsavoury figures in pol¬ 
itics today, including hard-right wing figures from 
other countries. That in itself proves leaving the EU is a 
terrible idea. 

Brits are free to travel and receive free healthcare 
throughout Europe. They're able to work and settle in 
the varied, wonderful countries which make up the EU. 
I intend to enjoy these privileges of being a European 
and, personally, will be livid if I lose them. 

The EU, like the NHS, isn't perfect but is a wonderful 
institution which must be preserved. Focus on improv¬ 
ing rather than destroying. 

Brexit is sought by a nasty group of self-serving, 
wealthy individuals - even six months ago, the idea 
would have been laughed off heartily by the British 
population. 

Monumentally important decisions about a nation's 
future with far-reaching, destructive ramifications must 
not be made based on the misguided and unwar¬ 
ranted fears of people who exist on a diet of scaremon- 
gering and misinformation fed to them by a 
manipulative, lying right wing press. 

Economists, scientists, business leaders, security ex¬ 
perts, food experts, world leaders and anyone with half 
a brain is pro the UK remaining in the EU.This referen¬ 
dum is expensive and unnecessary. 

I'd rather see a referendum about getting rid of aus¬ 
terity - better, getting rid of our current government, 
which has now effectively swindled two general elec¬ 
tions. The UK has already lost enough at their hands. 

REMAIN 

■ Keith Hatch: On Thursday I'll be voting Remain. This 
is for a number of reasons surrounding a number of is¬ 
sues ranging from workers rights to environmental 
protection. 

Working people enjoy rights and protection that is 
often down to laws and regulations passed through 
Europe. The Leave side seem to think that they make 
British business more efficient by cutting red tape - 
much of this is based around health and safety and 
work/life balance. 

I think it is better that workers get don't have their 
paid holiday cut, work excessive hours and can come 
back from work with all their fingers. That Leave want 
to scrap much of this protection shows to me the real 
agenda for their campaign - giving those at the top 
more money at the expensive of working people. 

I'll also be voting Remain as pollution doesn't respect 
borders and, by working together with partners across 
the EU, Britain can be at the heart of decision making 
that protects the environment for everyone. 

One aspect of this is bathing water quality - some¬ 
thing that can be vital for a tourist dependent 
economies of the South West. 

We are part of a Europe that shares good practice and 
can bring out the best of the member states, as recent 
EU project a work colleague is involved with has been 
sharing different models of workplace skills and learn¬ 
ing. 

This will upskill workforces and give people a chance 
to improve their life chances, also giving businesses the 
skilled workers they are crying out for. 

I'm well aware that the EU isn't perfect, but I feel re¬ 
form from within is far better than standing on the out¬ 
side. We need to stop harking back to the past. Instead 
of saying "we want our country back" we need to act 
to take our country forward - at the heart of a Euro¬ 
pean Union made up of equals looking to improve the 
lives of its citizens. 

LEAVE 

■ Keith Day: I will be voting to leave the EU on June 
23rd - as will about 80 per cent of my friends and con¬ 
tacts. Although I have some small worries about leav¬ 
ing, my overwhelming concern is for the future of our 
democracy if we do not leave. 

Leaving the EU will restore our Parliament as the 
supreme power and authority in this country. This is a 
Parliament that we can alter or replace on a regular 
basis - through the ballot box. 

We may no longer have great respect for our elected 
representatives, but no matter how good, or bad they 
may be - they can be changed. We do not have the 
power to make meaningful changes to the EU, or any 
part of it - as David Cameron has demonstrated re¬ 
cently. 

The EU Commission has total power. Only the Com¬ 
mission can propose new laws - and EU law is superior 
to UK and all other EU country's legislation. MEPs do 


not have any real power to do more than suggest or 
amend new EU laws. This is important to remember 
when considering the lack of democracy in the EU. 

The Commission does not appear to apply its author¬ 
ity for the betterment of Europe, with up to 50 per cent 
unemployment, a falling GDP, huge levels of corruption 
and a migrant crisis. 

The Commission is not accountable to anyone - as it 
is unelected and appointed by other Commissioners 
and high ranking EU officials. Consequently, the people 
of the EU hold no power over them. 

While our Parliament is subservient to Brussels, our 
democracy will be under constant threat. Politicians in 
previous Governments - both Labour and Conserva¬ 
tive - have given away our rights and those of Parlia¬ 
ment, without our permission. These same politicians 
do not want us to know how deceitful they have been 
and are fighting hard to remain in the EU. 

By restoring the power of our Parliamentary democ¬ 
racy, we will again be able to take control of our fi¬ 
nances, our borders, our industries, our law-making, 
our courts and our armed forces. For the future of our 
democracy - VOTE to LEAVE. 

REMAIN 

■ Ros Kayes: I do wish that the Leave campaign would 
desist from telling lies. Viz: the EU commission does not 
make laws. 

I taught politics for a number of years and, yes, the 
political structures of the EU are complicated - but they 
have to be that way to balance equally the input of all 
28 member states and to do so fairly. 

However, unless all the'A'-level examining boards are 
part of some huge conspiracy theory, I think you’ll have 
to trust that I know what I’m talking about. The EU is 
NOT less democratic than the UK. 

It has an electoral system of proportional represen¬ 
tation: more democratic than ours; the Council of Min¬ 
isters is simply the cabinet ministers of every member 
state. 

No more or less democratic than our system. The 
commission is the civil service and commissioners are 
appointed by the governments of member states - just 
as our Government appoints people to the House of 
Lords. It's in fact more democratic because they are 
reappointed every few years and not life peers or, 
worse, hereditary relics of a bygone aristocracy who re¬ 
ally shouldn't have any say in how our country is run at 
all. So - the commission is more not less democratic 
than the UK second chamber. Fact. 

So how are EU laws made? Commissioners discuss 
with governments of member states and draft propos¬ 
als. They don't pull policies out of thin air. Then through 
a process called 'co-decision' (the key is in the word 'co', 
which means together), the Council and the Parliament 
discuss, debate and amend these proposals. 

As in the UKthere are different'readings'of proposed 
legislation. Co-decision allows the parliament (which 
represents citizens) and the Council (representing min¬ 
isters) to amend and ultimately veto legislation. 

And vetos do take place. But the commission doesn't 
just pluck proposals out of thin air - they are based in 
the first place on negotiation and dialogue between 
the Governments of member states. For example at 
summits. And that's why we need to be fully in on the 
process. 

Parliament is also required to approve any non leg¬ 
islative proposals like directives. So - once again: the 
Commission does not make laws. 

Complicated processes are often needed to ensure 
good government, unlike in our own electoral system 
which is hideously unrepresentative and which allows 
governments with a small majority like the current ad¬ 
ministration to make huge changes in policy direction 
like the dismantling of the welfare state without full 
consultation with the people. (Incidentally, a far better 
subject for a referendum). 

EU political structures lead to consensus politics. Re¬ 
member that word? The golden age of post war agree¬ 
ment that we need to succour the needy, enable 
individual advancement and support affordable hous¬ 
ing and industry.The historical period in which on con¬ 
tinental Europe the institutions that later became the 
EU and the concepts of interstate collaboration were 
being developed. 

I fear this election will be won by those who choose 
to remain ignorant and those who revel in bigotry. I ut¬ 
terly despair at the number of voters saying "I'm not 
racist but..." and then uttering words that could be 
straight from the lexicon of Adolf Hitler. 

"These dirty 'Muslims', 'Poles', 'Lithuanians', 'Romani¬ 
ans'- they come here and steal our jobs" - Substitute 
the word 'Jews'and we all know where that leads. If you 
think or speak like that then you really need to look 
deep into your soul. Racism is a blight and it's the very 
thing that European collaboration was created to pre¬ 
vent.

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Youth projects'crowdfunding boost 


DORSET County Council is one of the first local au¬ 
thorities in the UK to embrace a pioneering new way 
of distributing money for local projects - aiming to un¬ 
lock a potential £1 million of funding for youth projects 
across the county. 

The council has teamed up with Crowdfunder to offer 
local groups and organisations the opportunity to raise 
funds for their project online before applying for a con¬ 
tribution from the council - helping them boost the 
money raised from the crowd for brilliant ideas. 

The council has set aside an Innovation Fund of 
£200,000 to provide young people with places to go and 
things to do, or to help young people improve their 
community through social action - volunteering, cam¬ 
paigning, or having a voice in local decisions. 

The council will also decide how much money will 
be contributed to each project based on whether it will 
be delivered in an area of deprivation or where there 
are fewer existing places to go, things to do or oppor¬ 
tunities for social action. 

Campaigns launching as part of Crowdfund Dorset 
will be eligible for a contribution from Dorset County 
Council of up to half the cost of a project to a maximum 
of £5,000. Community groups must also raise 25 per 
cent of their target before they will be considered eligi¬ 
ble for council funding. 

The council’s contribution will be based on the extent 
to which the projects meet the Innovation Fund’s aims 
and have public support - including from young people 
and the local county councillor. 

Shipton Gorge to hold 
service for the Somme 

ST MARTIN'S Church at Shipton Gorge near 
Bridport, will be marking the centenary of the 
outbreakof the Battle of the Somme in the First 
World War with a special Remembrance Service 
at 5.30pm on Sunday, July 3rd. 

The battle started with the disastrous opening 
offensive of July 1 st 1916, a day on which the 
British army suffered over 57,000 casualties of 
whom over 19,000 were killed, and finally came 
to an end on November 18th 1916. The congre¬ 
gation will remember all who fought and died 
in one of the costliest battles of the Great War, 
particularly the men of our county regiment, 
The Dorsetshire Regiment. 


Jason Nuttall, Head of Funding at Crowdfunder, said:

THE EU REFERENDUM 


Dear Fellow Voters, 

I believe an informed thoughtfulness about the 
coming EU referendum is vital, but have watched 
disturbed, as big corporations, big banks and big 
government have manipulated information to tell their 
particular tale about the EU, writing to millions of 
people, sometimes at taxpayers’ expense. Too often the 
statements by both sides of the argument are 
soundbites and with no substance. There is much to 
consider, and I apologise for the length of this letter. 

At heart the issue is one of principle. The economics 
and pragmatics are less simple, but I feel these are 
nonetheless decisive. 

The history of mankind has held many challenges, 
and as individuals, families and societies we are safest 
and most prosperous when three things are secure: 

• The Rule of Law, administered reasonably 
locally; 

• The Accountability of government; 

• A Democracy that is sufficient for us all to feel 
it’s effective. 

The Rule of Law has some structure within the EU, 
but it is too distant, too EU-partisan and too slow. And 
with a political agenda, the European Court has used 
its authority to widely expand EU power, intruding 
deep into areas nothing to do with trade and against 
the national will of many countries. There are signs 
too of the EU being above even its own laws and that 
it is developing an arrogant thirst for control, as 
unaccountable bureaucracies always do. 

Accountability: this is not so of the EU. 
Unaccountable government is bad government. The 
divided responsibilities have also led to a sort of denial 
and avoidance of responsibility by the individual 
national governments. Buck passing is legion. It is 
particularly ugly that restraining referenda in other 
countries have repeatedly been cast aside by the EU’s 
rolling mission, to ‘Ever Closer Union’. 

We have increasingly seen how all governments are 
manoeuvred by ‘big lobbying’. The EU, distant from 
voters, has particularly taken this culture into its heart 
and the claustrophobic nature of Brussels compounds 
this. The EU routinely funds organisations that tell it 
what it wants to hear, making it the worst decision 
taking environment. Big business pushes its agenda 
through lobbying, to support regimes of regulation it 
alone can manage, and thus the competition from 
smaller and newer providers is harmed. The EU’s 
incapacity to reform or to listen is from its 
determination to expand - but also from its inability to 
hear. Not a suitable form of government. 

Democracy: ‘By and for the people’ - the link must 
be close enough to be real and it must be effective. If 
everyone in the UK voted one way, even on a small 
issue within ever-growing EU control, we could not 
change it. This cannot be right. Electorates are 
increasingly disillusioned and the bond between 
government and people is broken. This is really 
dangerous, for it is on this that competent and civil 
society rests. We are so used to our security and 
freedoms that we easily ignore these issues, but they 
slip away and it is notable that extreme-position parties 
are really on the move in parts of Europe. 

No-one should think the EU has given up its 
ambitions to take power over all functions of the State. 
The recent ‘Five Presidents’ Report’ sets out what the 
EU’s next moves should be. These include increasing 
control over national governments’ decisions on tax 
and spending, over wages, welfare and employment 
and over money. We have seen the thin edge of the 
wedge before, and this is not even the thin edge! 

The EU has already sought to have its own foreign 
policy and for an integrated European army. Who 
across twenty-eight countries could agree military 
policy and command? How could it ever act swiftly? 
How could any democratic will be expressed? There 
is an approaching loss too, not much spoken of. The 
EU seeks to be a defence arrangement, and America is 
coming to imagine it this way too. NATO’s role is 
being eclipsed. But only having NATO as a clear and 
primary deterrent, tying America into the structure of 
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peace, has kept Europe - and beyond - safe. 

Economics and all that! Amongst all the statements 
about the value of the EU it is hard to hear genuine 
debate about the economics of ‘in or out’. Big 
corporate and big government often endorse and 
promote the EU. And of course they would. 
Convenience and ease of operation make them more 
inclined to control solutions and ‘standardisation’ and 
they have departments to ‘process regulation’. But 
they are blind to the deeper and long-term economic 
costs of this. Many big companies do not even pay tax 
proportionately in the UK and it is easy to see that 
short-term corporate convenience is not a judge of our 
long-term interest. By comparison, the 5.4 million 
small and medium sized businesses, which make up 
the backbone of the economy, and are 99% of all 
businesses, are badly hit by EU over-regulation. Their 
unique capacity to originate change and to grow is held 
back. Companies employing under 250 people make 
up over 60% of all employment, and it is from this 
sector that future growth and employment comes. This 
is the future. We crush it at our peril. 

Most importantly, the EU lacks understanding of 
human nature and its real dynamic. The future is made 
by individuals and families being able to work hard 
and productively in their jobs; and in building new 
businesses; and creating new employment. It is on 
innovation that future prosperity rests and it is often 
messy and never able to be standardised. It is vital to 
allow people to more easily deliver services and 
products, and to find opportunities and run with them. 
To make it all too hard and wearisome is to damage 
the future. Less regulation will make for more 
innovation, more investment, more growth, more jobs 
and happier people. So why should we endorse the 
EU, an organisation with an appalling record of 
making and entrenching new worlds of micro-control? 

The EU also misses the whole lesson of Europe’s 
togetherness and yet its diversity. Unlike some 
monolithic empires of the past, Europe’s heritage has 
been of independent countries and it is from this that 
its growth and trade came. It is countries with 
differences that trade! The more we are forced to 
standardise the less we will have to offer each other. 
It is not big controlled blocks that prosper: of the 
twenty countries with the highest incomes per head, 
nineteen are amongst the smaller economies - for 
instance Singapore, Australia and Switzerland. The 
only exception amongst them is the USA, with its 
proudly decentralised states and its vigour of business. 

Our economy does trade widely overseas, but most 
services and products are bought and sold within the 
country itself. The EU’s impact on these makes 
business in the UK harder and this, along with EU 
tariffs on certain goods coming into the EU, 
significantly increases prices in the domestic economy. 

‘Remain’ says that there must be standardisation for 
the Single Market and that this is all the regulation is 
about. But examination of the regulation and the areas 
subject to it shows this to be untrue. And free trade 
areas can operate without the sort of interference the 
EU creates. All life flourishes through diversity. 
Excessive reduction of variety diminishes endeavour, 
and even the inclination to endeavour. As a 
philosophy, uber-regulation demeans the human spirit. 
But to an unaccountable bureaucracy it is ever an 
addiction. 

Of course we can still trade freely with Europe from 
outside the EU, as we do widely elsewhere. Countries 
as different as Norway, Switzerland and Turkey have 
open trade deals with the EU. And Switzerland, 
outside the EU, exports four times as much per head 
to the EU as we do. Exports to the EU do not depend 
on EU membership. In any case the EU will not throw 
away European jobs by reducing their trade with us: 
the benefit of this is enormously on their side of the 
balance. Our trade with Europe is important, and will 
not disappear if we de-couple from the EU, but we 
should remember that we import more from Europe 
than we export; in other words it is a deficit 


arrangement. 

The trade deficit between us and the rest of the EU 
means a transfer to the rest of the EU of £68 billion a 
year. This is a loss of employment too. This is separate 
from the approximately £10 billion a year we pay into 
the EU. This double whammy is not to our advantage! 
Since 1999 British exports to the world outside the EU 
have grown much faster than those to the EU, and with 
the wider, non-EU world we run a huge surplus: that is 
money coming into the UK. That is where to grow 
business! 

The Common Market, which unfortunately became 
the EU, was conceived some seventy years ago. 
Europe, business and the world has changed. Europe 
is only a small part of today’s world, and a slow and 
economically sclerotic part. The majority of the 
liquidity and productive capacity of the world is 
elsewhere, and will increasingly be so. This is due to 
failing performance in the EU, and to strong growth 
elsewhere. Economic analysis shows the areas in which 
we have an economic comparative advantage over 
other countries - and we are best at those things that 
we export more of to the world outside the EU. This 
is the way to go. We must win and negotiate more 
business with the wider, faster growing world. We can 
best do this as an adaptably governed country, not by 
over control from a declining and monolithic EU. 

The EU has shockingly high youth unemployment 
and its economies grow very slowly. Its share of world 
output and income (GDP) has been falling. The trends 
indicate that by the time today’s children reach mid¬ 
life, the EU may be only ten per cent of the global GDP. 
The UK must concentrate on the rest of the world - on 
the future 90% - and on being more competitive. The 
EU’s destructive effect on employment, innovation, 
growth and competitiveness holds this back. The UK 
must look to the world as it really is today and to the 
future, and not be held back by the ideas from a now 
very different past. 

If we left the EU, two things would happen 
economically: we would become more competitive and 
benefit, and, as a more competitive location, we would 
receive increasing inward investment. We were told 
we would lose out on inward investment if we didn’t 
join the Euro, but time has shown that this was utterly 
untrue. UK inward investment remained strong and 
the UK Minister for Trade has confirmed that the UK 
was the EU’s number one destination for foreign 
investment. Outside the Euro, the UK already has 
advantages and outside the EU would have still more. 

Many of those who currently advocate remaining in 
the EU once told us we had to join the Euro currency 
or fail. In the run up to the Euro’s launch, countries 
joined the Exchange Rate Mechanism (ERM), which 
very badly damaged the UK economy and created 
serious unemployment, because it required the wrong 
interest rates and policies. Just as the Euro does now 
for much of Europe. When the economics forced us 
out of the ERM, our economy recovered quickly. 
Those advocates of the Euro were wrong then: they’re 
wrong now. 

‘Remain’ says there is no way forward after we leave, 
but there are many ways forward, and it is important 
to put this lie to rest. Not only are there other ways, as 
in past and present free trade treaties with the European 
countries, and other protections under various treaties 
and the World Trade Organisation, but it is false for 
anyone to pretend that a well-positioned, 
democratically governed country cannot flourish or 
cannot rearrange a number of trade agreements. 
Countless successful countries do, and the UK can. 
What is more - and this really matters - if we leave the 
EU we will have an accountable democracy for all our 
affairs: if those in power are not up to the task, we can 
change them. 

It is put about that to leave the EU is ‘the unknown’ 
- that to stay is more settled - but we know from 
experience that the future development of the EU is an 
unknown itself. We were repeatedly told that 
integration and regulation had come to an end, only to 
be astounded by new manoeuvres and damaging 
blunders, over which we have been utterly powerless. 
The pressures building up in the Eurozone and in the 
declining economies amongst its members are so deep- 
seated that they must lead to all sorts of painful 
outcomes. An explosion that has no method of escape 
has a much greater destructive force. 


It is not only the UK that needs more economic self- 
determination. The single currency rate on the 
Continent has manifestly helped the strongest economy 
and ravaged others. 

No-one believes you can force children to grow at the 
same rate as their friends - even if it were possible it 
would damage and alienate them: it is not dissimilar 
with countries. The current North-South imbalance 
favours the strongest European economy as the Euro’s 
value is good for its exports, but it is too high for the 
South. There will be broken states: we see Greece 
already. There will be more in Southern and Eastern 
Europe. They may be bailed out for a while - at whose 
cost? - but reality cannot be hidden for long and the 
damage to employment and society is very worrying. 
They need a cheaper currency to be able to export and 
more freedom to create business and employment 
friendly economies. The present structure is a looming 
threat to the independence and responsibilities of 
nations and to goodwill and stability. We see how the 
EU system has given birth to new politics of hate in 
Greece, Germany and elsewhere. 

The EU’s attitude and how it has ridden roughshod 
over referenda in other countries naturally concern us. 
It is as if ‘the will of the people’ is nothing. The UK 
has long been perspicacious about bullying power and 
we are aware of a growing crisis. We are not alone in 
this. In the EU’s own survey, it found that most of its 
citizens did not trust it. There is a Gordian Knot that 
we alone can sever. 

And everywhere there is taxpayer and EU funded 
propaganda. The Treasury’s recent report fails to 
properly take account of much that drives and changes 
economies: it is deceiving and self-serving. Likewise 
there are many false scares about exiting the EU, 
including what will happen to those from the EU 
already in jobs here, but leaving the EU will not stop 
existing jobs continuing. However, we would 
permanently have complete control and responsibility 
over our own border and visa policies. The referendum 
is about a great issue and needs calm and considered 
thought, not scaremongering. It needs our best attempt 
to look into the future. 

If you are inclined to these arguments, don’t let 
anyone diminish this. These convictions are not anti- 
European; they are not ‘Little Englander’; and they are 
not quitters’ views. They are pro-European and pro- 
global engagement; they advocate reachable 
government, diversity and inclusiveness. Above all 
they back the best in human nature. They ‘stay’ with 
ideals deeper and more enduring than the top down, 
know best mega-state. 

It is a quip that ‘the certainties in life are death and 
taxes’, but a truth that the only certainty is change 
itself. Change is accelerating into a super-complex 
future. We know that adaptability is necessary to meet 
the challenge of change. The EU doesn’t have this: 
with its deep structural problems, its twenty-eight 
highly different countries and its bureaucratic centre 
and entrenched attitudes, it can never achieve it. 
Accountable nation states with strong and open mutual 
treaties in defence, trade and for the environment have 
long proved highly successful in meeting their people’s 
needs for freedom and for prosperity. They are the 
safest and ultimately the only way forward. 

By taking back full responsibility, our own 
governments will be accountable - and free to govern. 
And because they are fully accountable, they will be 
more responsive and better. We will expect more of 
them - and we will get it. We will gain in 
competitiveness and our energies will be into both 
European and global engagement. Our exit will spur 
reform in the continental EU and so bring help to other 
countries too. The UK, in all its great diversity, has a 
strong instinct for common sense.

The Steering Group, repre¬ 
senting five parishes; Brad- 
pole, Bridport, Allington, 
Symondsbury, Walditch and 
Bothenhampton, are now 
appealing to local landown¬ 
ers to help provide land for 
alternative development 
which can directly help 
meet the needs of local fam¬ 
ilies. 

Self-Build, Custom-Build, 
Eco-Hamlets, and Eow Im¬ 
pact developments are now 
encouraged through Gov¬ 
ernment Policy and are 
recognised ways in which to 
provide low-cost housing 
that local people can access, 
including rented property 
(other than holiday or sec¬ 
ond homes). 

The Neighbourhood Plan 
would wish to support small 


or medium scale development 
and those which would have a 
low impact on the environ¬ 
ment, easily provided road ac¬ 
cess, and with no risk of 
causing flooding elsewhere. 

As well as housing, the 
Neighbourhood Plan is also 
looking at local needs in re¬ 
spect of employment, environ¬ 
ment, climate change, 
transport and community facil¬ 
ities. 

Fandowners that are able to 
help provide land which may 
meet local needs can be given 
support through the Neigh-

Top singer songwriter 
Charlie Dore comes to 
BridportArts Centre 



CHARLIE DORE is one of the UK's 
most respected songwriters, win¬ 
ning awards for her songs and 
lyric writing over an unusually di¬ 
verse career. Her songs have 
been covered by the good and 
the great, including George Har¬ 
rison, Tina Turner, Paul Carrack 
and Celine Dion, but her live con¬ 
certs reveal that actually Charlie 
keeps the best songs for herself.

The Story of Enigma 

THE STORY of the Allied Codebreakers is one of the 
most fascinating of the Second World War. In this en¬ 
lightening show on Saturday, June 25th at Bridport Arts 
Centre, Dr Mark Baldwin will be shedding light on their 
work and focusing on the famous Enigma machine. 

Allied Codebreakers deciphered a vast number of 
German secret messages and the intelligence they 
gathered made a significant contribution in hasten¬ 
ing the Allied victory. The Germans had entrusted 
their secret communications to an ingenious cipher¬ 
ing machine - the Enigma. Thanks to the Code¬ 
breaker's work at Bletchley Park, they cracked the 
Enigma code and the Allies gained invaluable infor¬ 
mation about troop and aircraft dispositions, U-boat 
movements, and military intentions. It is generally 
reckoned that the intelligence received from Enigma 
shortened the war by about two years. 

Dr Mark Baldwin has made a detailed study of the 
Enigma machine and the code-breaking work at 
Bletchley Park and has built up a unique collection 
of slides and material. This research forms the basis 
of his entertaining and instructive show. There will 
also be a hands-on demonstration of one of the very 
few surviving Enigma machines; these machines are 
so rare that this show presents a unique opportunity 
to observe these legendary machines up close.

Blake not fazed over foot injury 


PAUL Blake is not fazed by a foot injury ahead of the 
Paralympic Games in Rio in September. 

The I PC World champion and double London 2012 
Paralympic medallist picked up the injury - plantar 
fasciitis - which affects the heel and bottom of the 
foot after a race around three weeks ago. 

The injury is a setback as the season was going so 
well for the 26-year-old Charlton Down athlete, but 
has not dampened his determination to exchange 
two golds for the silver and bronze he won four 
years ago. 

Having won gold in theT36 800m and silver in the 
400m at the IPCWC's in Doha last October, he fol¬ 
lowed this with a 10 day training camp in Win- 
nepeg, Canada which he said was successful, but 
freezing! 

Last month he ran a season's best 54.7 (PB 54.1) in 
winning a 400-metre Grand Prix event in Sauleda, 
Spain, and then took part in a BMC meet in Exeter. 

Running the 800m in very cold conditions late in 
the evening he didn't run well by his standards 
(2:10:00), after which he has been troubled with the 
problem. 


Explaining the injury in an interview with View 
Sport, he said: "Because the tendons in my heel are 
so small they have been ruptured a bit, which, 
whilst it doesn't stop me training, stops me running 
on it, which is really frustrating. I'm doing all I can to 
get back it 100 per cent again by icing it, resting, 
stretching it and rehab. It's not a serious injury, it just 
frustrating I can't run on it. 

"It's getting better; a lot better than it has been; 
and I am going for extracorporeal shock-wave ther¬ 
apy this week, which stimulates a repair process and 
will hopefully heal the injury rather than just treat 
it." 

With 11 weeks to the Paralympics in Brazil, Blake 
is confident he will be fit to turn his 2012 400m sil¬ 
ver, and 800m bronze into gold's. 

"I have plenty of time, so if I can just nip this in the 
bud, I need about 10 days to get back to full fitness. 
It's just annoying!" 

Blake's selection for Brazil should be confirmed 
today (Wednesday) when the first of three selection 
periods are announced with all those who won gold 
and silver in Doha getting automatic selection.
